LONDON, July 12.—(Radio.)—The 
tension here is becoming more acute 
as the hour approaches wheji the 
British policy regarding Europe will 
be defined by identical statements in 
the House of Lords and Commons to- 
morrow afternoon by Lord 
Curzon, 


foreign secretary, ana Stanley Bald- 
win, the prime minister. 


The cabinet met yesterday to put 
the finishing touches on the statement 
and to discuss the Xuture course of ac- 
tion- So far as I can learn the state- 
ment is couched in the most moderate 
language in defining the British posi- 
tion, British interests and the causes 
leading- the British politicians to take 
up the attitude they do. . 


The statement is studiously cour- 


teous to France, but it is equally clear 
in stating the 
necessity for 
Great 
Britain taking a certain line of action. 
There will be an invitation for France 
to join Great Britain and should it 
do so will be well. ' There also will be 
sound advice to Germany, to cease the 
passive-resistance and to suppress sa- 
botage in the Ruhr, and there is said 
to be an indication that if this is done 
Great Britain will support Berlin in 
securing better terms. 
The British politicians today be- 


lieve that .France is getting cold feet 
' at the prospect of isolation from its 
European allies and, it is 
believed 


'from support from America as well. 
This is shown by the hurried visit of 
Comte' de St. Aulaire. the French am- 
bassador to London, to Lord Curzon 
yesterday. 
The French ambassador 


was anxious to secure an advance copy 
of the British statement, but he did 
not succeed. 


The tone of the French press as 


read here also indicates a fear of the 
consequences from 'continued determi- 
nation not to change the French posi- 
tion, but it is hardly to be hoped that 
the politicians in Paris 
will climb 


down from the position to which they 
are so thoroughly committeed.

Paper Found Among Slain 


Girl's Belongings Gives 
Police New Point. 


NEW YORK, July 11.—A scrap of , 


paper, carefully folded 
and 
tucked 


away in the treasured letters and 
school papers of Dorothy Kauffman, 
murdered governess, yielded yesterday 
a new and significant point in 
the 
search for her murderer. 


The police discovered that, several 


months before she was killed, she had 
written a note suggesting she posibly 
feared she might be slain. Written In 
an uneven girlish hand, the note read: 


"In case of death please notify Ma- 


gruder Craighead, Greenburgh, N. Y., 
or Isreal M. Ka'uffman of Kokomoke 
City, Md."

Few of them are 
in the mines now. The result was the 
drawing, of a fairly close racial, line 
with the conservative English, Irish 
and Welsh on one side and the Cen- 
tral European nationalities—Italians.

Hughes Hearing 


In Roanoke Today

.ROANOKE,. -Va.', July 11—A- Pre- 
liminary, hearing ,of. R. A. Hiighes, 
arrested"last night" in connection with 
alleged embezzlements and forgeries 
said to involve nearly S40.QOQ, was 
set for hearing in police court tomor- 
row morning. Failing to furnish bond 
in the sum of $5.000, Hughes remains 
in jail. 
Hughes, who for the past five pears 
has been, conducting a business under 
the name of the Virginia Specialty 
Company, 
Mountain Trust 
Bank 
Building, after establishing a line 
of credit -with the Colonial National 
Bank, the Mountain Trust Bank and 
the Day and Night Bank by negotiat- 
ing valid trade acceptances with them, 
executed forgeries of acceptances on 
firms In Arirginia and 
neighboring 
states, it is Alleged, and the 
three 
banks involved as complainants dis- 
counted them. 
— 
The three complaining banks have 
.handled many tcade acceptances for 
him, 
it is. understood and recently it 
was disclosed that forgeries had been 
committed, so it is said. A check was 
made and Hughes' arrest followed. 
« ' After the discovery of the alleged 
[forgeries, Hughes made an assign- 
ment and transfer of all business as- 
sets and properties, turtag his pap- 
ers and books over to Attorney Horace 
MV Fox. representing the three banks, 
and Attorney James :P. "Woods, repre- 
senting him. who were choosen to 
act in the capacity of trustees. 
Throughout' five years of honor- 
able and legitimate dealing with the 
banks. It is alleged Hughes' secured 
a strong line of credit and paper given 
to the banks by him was honored im- 
mediately.
